MOLLISONS CRASH IN TAKE-OFF

CROYDON AIRPORT, England, 
June 8.—Capt. James A. Mollison 
and his wife, the former Amy John- 
son, crashed today as they attempt- 
ed to take off for a flight to New 
York, whence they planned to fly 
to Bagdad and then back to En- 
gland in an effort “to break three 
aviation records. Neither was hurt. 

Holders of many aviation rec- 
ords individually, the Mollisons 
were making their first distance 
flight together. 

Their large plane, carrying 4 
three-ton load, had run about 30 
yards when it apparently struck 
a depression in the field. Its land- 
ing gear was torn away, the nose 
was dented, both propellers were 
curled up, the lower left wing was 
broken, and both right wings were 
crumpled. It made a complete 
circle, but it did not overturn. 

The Mollisons’ next attempt is 
not likely to be made within a 
month as they wish to start with 
a full moon. This gives them am- 
ple time for repairs. 

The mishap occurred at 5:50 a. 
m. They had planned to rest 24 
hours in New York and then fly 
nonstop to Bagdad and thence to 
Engiand, a distance of 12,000 miles. 
They hoped to make the first 
Croydon-to-New York hop, the first 
two-way Atlantic crossing, and a 
new world long distance mark.

GERMANY STOPS 
PAYING DEBTS O 
BEFORE JULY. 1931 


Moratorium Declared on 
Young and Dawes Plan 
Loans, Millions of Which 
Were Sold in U. S. 


*

BERLIN, June 8.—Payments on 
the Young and Dawes plan loans, 
millions of dollars of which were 
sold in America, will be suspended 
July 1 under the terms of a mora- 
torium announced tonight by Dr. 
Hjalmar Schacht, president of the 
Reichsbank. 

Dr. Schacht shortly after the 
Cabinet had approved the Reich- 
benk’s decree, outlined for the 
press the terms of the moratorium 
which applies to those credits 
granted to Germany prior to the 
national banking crisis of July, 1931. 

They provide that the debtors 
must pay into a special conversion 
fund at the Reichsbank, and that 
the Reichsbank will then agree to 
transfer the marks thus obtained 
into foreign exchange when the 
German supply of foreign currency 
warrants such an action. 

Transfers will be made as far as 
possible on credits granted Ger- 
many after July 31, 1931, and the 
present standstill agreements will 
not be affected. z 

Referring to the standstill agree- 
ment expiting March 1, 1934, Dr. 
Schacht said: “Because it is a con- 
tract we must observe it. This does 
not preclude, however, a meeting 
of the debtors and creditors at 
which we will seek relief. This 
meeting will probably he held in 
London June'l3. In the event that 
relief 1s mutually agreeable, then 
we will take the proper steps to 
reach a new agreement.” 

The Reichsbank, in asking the 
Cabinet to legalize its action by de- 
cree, emphasized that it regards 
this measure as only a temporary 
one to be terminated as soon as 


possible.

day, the American round-the-world 
flyer told the Associated Press to- 


day. 

“T am still sick from those 
fumes,” he said in a telephone in- 
terview. He spoke from Belovo, 
a workers’ settlement near Proko- 
pievsk, where he descended at 10 
a. m. Moscow time Wednesday (2 
a. m. Eastern Standard time), four 
hours after he had started from 
Omsk, Siberia, on the fifth leg of 
his round-the-world flight. 

Prokopievsk is 168 miles south- 
east of Novo-Sibirsk, the largest 
city in interior Siberia, where he 
was sighted three hours after his 
departure from Omsk. Proko- 
pievsk is a small coal mining cen- 
ter about 600 miles east of Omsk. 

Hopes to Take Off Soon. 


“I can’t hold any food in my 
stomach, but I expect to get off for 
Krasnoyarsk in five or ten hours,” 
he said. 

“I was four hours out of Omsk 
when I discovered a leak in the 
fuel line, and by the time I had 
found out what the trouble was, 
I was in bad shape from. the 
fumes.” 

He added that he was almost un- 
conscious when he brought the 
plane down on a small emergency 
landing field at Belovo. 

“When I landed, I broke my 
stabilizer and I cannot make per- 
manent repairs here,” he said. 

“They have helped me as much 
as they can here, however, and I 
shall be able to get off from here 
with temporary repairs within a 
few hours and run into Krasno- 
yarsk, where there are facilities for 
fixing this stabilizer. 


“I have already fixed the gas 
line leak and I am almost ready 
to take off as far as repairs are 
concerned. 

“The only thing is that I feel too 
sick now, and I think I will wait 
a few hours until I get better.” 


Working on His Piane. 


Asked if he had got any sleep, 
Mattern replied: “Not much. I 
have been working on the ship ever 
since coming down. But I am not 
very sleepy and I'll probably pick 
up some rest at Krasnoyarsk. How 
is my elapsed time from Jew York 
now?” : 

He was assured that he yas all 
right. In response to a question 
about what his own log said, Mat- 
tern replied: “I have lost all track 
of time.” 

Asked the exact time he landed 
he made the same comment. 

“I can't tell you exactly,” he ex⸗ 
plained, “but I was just four hours 
out of Omsk when I found out 
what had happened, and I came 
down: almost immediately.” 

“I climbed out of my plane by 
myself,” Mattern continued, “al- 
though I was so groggy I could 
hardly stand. Before I knew it, 
there were a lot of people around 
me, and I could not understand the 
questions they were shooting at me. 

“They took me into a nearby 
house, and by that time they found 
somebody who spoke English. They 
tried to put me to bed, but I only 
Isat down a few minutes and then 
went back to the plane. —

Young Roose- 
velt is 23 years old. His wife is 22. 

He already has established a res- 
idence in Reno to permit his wife 
to file the suit there. The ground 
will be incompatibility. 

They were married Jan. 16, 1932, 
and have one child, William Don- 
ner Roosevelt, born last November. 
An agreement is understood to have 
been reached as to the custody of 
the child. When Roosevelt came 
to the West Coast recently his wife 
and baby did not accompany him. 

News of the impending divorce 
action was given out here early 
today by Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, the President’s wife, who 
came to California to visit her 
son. It was confirmed by young 
Roosevelt who was with his moth- 
er at the time. 

Nevada’s divorce laws permit 
either party to file suit, regardless 
of which has established the di- 
vorce residence. Accordingly, Mrs. 
Roosevelt would be permitted to 
file suit immediately her husband 
has completed his required six 
weeks in Nevada. 

Mrs. Roosevelt gave out the 
news as she left her hotel here to 
drive to the airport at Burbank 
to take a vlane for her return trip 
East.

“Did the directors of the Na- 
tional City Co. ever discuss col- 
lecting the $1,860,000 they had paid 
out to officers of the company 
from the management fund in 
July, 1929, by any means other 
than from future payments from 
the fund?” 

Defense Counsel Max D. Steur 
objected, but was overruled. 

“No, sir,” Mitchell replied. 

Included in the $1,860,000 was the 
$666,666.67 which Mitchell did not 
mclude in his 1929 income tax re- 
turn on the ground that it .was 
only an advance to be repaid. 

Admits Receiving $380,000. 

"Did you,” Medalie asked, “re- 
celve from the management fund 
in January, 1930, the sum of $380,- 
0007” “I did.” 

“Did you ever pay any part of 
it back to the National City Co.?” 
Steur objected and was overruled. 
“I did not.” 

Medalie next turned to a resolu- 
tion by which the National City 
Co. directors in 1931 split up among 
the officers $140,000 still remaining 
in the management fund from the 
1928 earnings.

HELD UP WITH GIRL,

Charles Hammer, 3327 Caroline

50 CITIES REPORT $1,771,288 
INCREASE IN POSTAL RECEIPTS

WASHINGTON, June 8.—An in- 
crease in postal receipts at 50 se- 
lected cities of the nation for the 
month of May was pointed to yes- 
terday by Postmaster-General Far- 
ley as evidence chat business is on 
the up-grade. 

The figures showed total receipts 
at the cities of $24,392,766 for May, 
a gain of $1,771,288 over the total 
for May a year ago. At the same 
time postal receipts at 50 indus- 
trial cities showed a gain of $189,- 
973 with a total of $1,702,650,:com- 
pared with figures for the corre 
sponding month a year ago. 
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DOLLAR AT $4.13 TO POUND 
IN AFTER HOURS TRADING 


American Money Unit Depreciates 
to Lowest Point Since Britain 
Left Gold. 

LONDON, June 8.—The Ameri- 
ean dollar depreciated in after- 
hours trading today to $4.13\% to 
the pound, thus the pound sterling 
attained its highest value since 
Great Britain left the gold stand- 
ard. Market men were at a loss 
to explain the abrupt movement. 
Yesterday’s bank close was $4.05%, 
and thus the quotation represent- 
ed a depreciation of 7% cents in 
one day. It was believed that sell- 
ing emanated from New York. At 
the official close the rate was 
$4.10%, and in subsequent dealings 
the downward movement continued. 
The British pound appreciated also 
in relation to the French franc, 

moving to 85:68 francs. 


PARIS, June 8—The United 
States dollar closed at 20.90 francs 
today, off 34 centimes from yester- 
day’s quotation and the lowest rate 
since the United States left the 
gold standard. Brokers attributed 
the fall to a reported widening of 


the breach between Congress and 


President Roosevelt and to the ex 
pectation of a German debt mora- 
torium. 

In trading gfter the Bourse clos- 
ing the dollar was driven down still 
further to 20.80 francs. Active sell- 
ing from London was an import- 
ant factor in this movement. .

HARRISBURG, Ill, June 8.—As 
a grim but peaceable picket line of 
about 650 Progressive miners, de- 
ployed over an eight-mile front, 
looked on today, Peabody Mine No. 
43, regarded as the key to the fight 
in Saline County between the Pro- 
gressives and United Mine Work- 
ers of America, opened with more 
than 100 United Mine Workers from 
Williamson County. 

Both sides claimed the initial vic- 
tory, the mine workers’ officers as- 
sertipg more labor would be im- 
ported to continue to “carry out our 
legal contract” and work the mine 
and the Progressives asserting that 
a comparatively small crew indi- 
cated victory for them. Mine ex- 
ecutives announced 199 men went 
to work, including some from Ga- 
iatia, in Saline County. About 650 
men would be the normal crew. 
Opening of the big mine marks 
the first time since Feb. 25, except 
for an interval of a few days, that 
United Mine Workers have been 


lable to work in Saline County, re- 


garded by both sides as a Progres- 

sive stronghold and as indicative 

of the trend of the State-wide fight. 
Three Pickets Beaten. 

Three Progressives were beaten 
by the rear guard of the William- 
san County invaders as the picket 
line dispersed after watching 2 
ear loads of Williamson miners 
drive to the mine. 

They were George Bynum, broth- 
er of Saline County Chief Deputy 
Hal’ Bynum, Sidney Robinson and 
William Chase, who were jerked 
from their automobile just over the 
Williamson County line, two miles 
east of Shady Rest, former head- 
quarters for the Birger gang. 

Obeying the request of Sheriff 
Eugene Choisser, who patrolled 
the picket line with 25 deputies, 
some bearing machine guns, the 
pickets returned to Progressive 
headquarters here as the mine 
whistie blew the 7:30 signal to go 
to work. 

The picket line began f¢rming at 
4 o'clock, more than two hours be- 
fore the first of the Williamson 
County miners crossed the county 
line, eight miles from the :nine. 
Before dawn, the striking miners 
gathered at the court house square, 
mapped out a course of action and 
departed in cars and trucks for 
the mine and road leading to the 
county line. 

National Guard Observers. 

More than 100 men stood guard 
opposite the mine entrance and 
groups of from 25 to 100 occupied 
strategic positions on the crests of 
high embankments cut by the road 
traversed by the invading United 
Mine Workers. Sheriff Frick of 
Williamson County, with two dep- 
utiles, accompanied the contingent 
to the line. 

Two uniformed National Guard 
observers were on duty about the 
mine and O. E. Gasoway and Ray 
Edmundson, U. M. W. A. interna- 
tional board members and organ- 
izers, actively directed their forces. 

Gasoway asserted that opening of 
the mine “breaks the backbone of 
the dual miners’ organization 
throughout the State.” 

“We are well pleased with the 
situation as it now stands,” he as- 
serted, “and we intend to keep on 
working that mine in accordance 
with our legal contract. There's 
no backing out now. 

“If Saline County miners don't 
want to work it, we'll bring in more 
tomorrow. But it’s going to be 
worked, regardless.” 

Statement by Progressives. 

The Central Strike Committee of 
the Progressive organization in Sa- 
line County met after the opening 
of the mine and” issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“We concede nothing. We acted 
as observers today and obeyed the 
law. And the 1700 members of our 
organization who once worked the 
Peabody Mines in this county are 
as firm as ever. 

“The fact that such a small 
number went to work, most of them 
from another county, indicates a 
victory for us.”

SOUTHWESTERN BELL TO CUT 
CHARGE FOR HAND-SET PHONES 


Agrees to Order of Public Service 
Commissi 


JEFFERSON CITY, June %. — 
The State Public Service Commis- 
sion today ordered, and the South- 
western Bell Telephone Co. agreed 
to, a reduction from 25 to 15 cents 
a month in the charge for hand-set 
telephones, also called “French” or 
“cradle” instruments. In this type, 
the combined receiver and trans- 
mitter is held in the user's hand. 

About 75,000 of the Bell com- 
pany’s customers in the State use 
the hand-sets, and the reduction of 
$1.20 a year for each will mean a 
saving of $90,000 a year for them.

“We Shall Not Go Outside 
of Agenda of World Eco- 
nomic Conference, He 
Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 8.—Secretary of 
State Hull aud other members of 
the American delegation to the | 
World Economic Conference ar- 
rived early this evening at Pad- 
dington Railway Station, London. 
Welcomed by British Foreign Of- 
fice, officials, the American Dele- 
gates went directly to their head- 
quarters in Claridge’s Hotel. 


PLYMOUTH, England, June 8.— 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
barred all discussion of the war 
debts at the world economic con- 
ference when he arrived today at 
the head of the American delega-- 
tion aboaid the liner President 
Roosevelt. 

“We shall not go outside the de- 
tails of the agenda,” Hull said, “and 
we shall not discuss Britain's pay- 
ments of war debts to the United 
States due next week. 

“I can say emphatically that the 
war debts will not be discussed by 
us at all at this conference.” 

“The question of disarmament 
will also be outside the scope of 
the conference,” Hull continued, 
“for that is a matter which con- 
cerns Mr. Davis (Norman H. Da- 
vis, American representative at 
Geneva) and officials at Washing- 
ton.” 

Special Train to London. 

A tender met the Roosevelt two 
miles out in Plymouth Roads and 
the American delegation was land- 
ed at Mill Bay dock. In-a heat 
wave which is setting a 100-year 
record, the American delegation 
boarded a special train for London. 

Hull's first contacts with English- 
men at home came in an informal 
interview with newspaper men who 
boarded the liner. 

“We are come to deal with prob- 
lems and conditions that call for 
international action in an economic 
sense,” said Hull. “There is a spirit 
of hopefulness throughout America 
that the conference will succeed. 
This has been encouraged by the 
preliminary discussions in the last 
six weeks among our officials and 
those of 10 other nations. We know 
the nations have suffered enough 
from the raising of trade barriers 
and all forms of economic national- 
ism.” 

Opposed to Trade Barriers. 

He declined to discuss the pol- 
icy the United States delegates will 
adopt, but said he favored lowering 
all excessive obstructions to trade 
and finance between nations. 

Hull added that American dele- 
gates hoped to reach conclusions 
which would enable the conference 
to terminate about the middle of 
August. 

Although there were daily con- 
ferences aboard, the mapping of a 
complete plan awaits discussions 
with the other delegates, James 
M. Cox and Senator James Couzens, 
who have not yet arrived. There 
also will be talks with the British 
and other delegations.

He did the same with 
another record of the same time, 
which he found afterward, an 
ante-nuptial contraet between 
George Hearst and Miss Apperson, 
made June 14, 1862, the day before 
their marriage. 

George Hearst, who made a for- 
tune in mining, was United States 
Senator from California from 1886 
to his death in 1891, and was owner 
of the San Francisco Examiner, the 
first paper directed by William 
Randolph Hearst and the basis of 
the present Hearst chain. Mrs. 
Phebe Apperson Hearst, widely 
known for her philanthropies, died 
in’ 1919. 

Before her marriage in 1862, the 
young woman was a school teacher. 
Her published biographical sketch 
states the fact of her teachings, but 
not the place where she taught. 
Menestrina learned that it was in 
this part of Missouri, probably in 
Franklin County, as the contract 
record shows that both George 
Hearst and his bride were named 
as residents of Franklin County, 
Missouri. 

The Pre-Nuptial Contract? 

By the terms of the pre-nuptial 
contract, made on the day before 
the marriage, George Hearst con- 
veyed to Miss Apperson 50 shares 
of stock in the Gouldin & Curry 
Gold and Silver Mining Co. of Vir- 
ginia City, Nevada Territory. The 
contract provided that the future 
Mrs. Hearst should hold this stock 
for life, and that it should revert 
to the husband if she should die 
first. It was to be free from any 
legal claim or judgment which 
might be obtained against the hus- 
band. 

“In consideration of said future 
marriage, the contract said, “it is 
further agreed that the said 50 
shares of stock shall be her own 
separate estate and property, for

A national society for the study 
and prevention of suicide is advo- 
cated by Frederick L. Hoffman, 
statistician, in his annual analysis 
in the insurance periodical, The 
Spectator, which shows that the 


, | 1982 suicide rate in 100 American 


cities was higher than it had ever 
been except in 1908. 

“There is need in every large 
city of a consulting office giving 
advice to would-be suicides, many 
of whom could be saved from vol- 


# |untary self-destruction by timely 


advice, and perhaps a small amount 
of material help,” Hoffman says. 
“Society to a certain extent is re- 
sponsible for suicide by fits failure 
to afford a sufficient amount of 
employment, the want of which in 
many cases is a direct cause of 
suicide.” 

A consulting office, where people 
who saw nothing ahead but sui- 
cide might learn another way out, 
bas been operated at Washington 
University School of Medicine, but 
was discontinued more than a year 
ago for lack of funds. Dr. J. Wil- 
liam Beckman, faculty . psychia- 
trist, to whom Hoffman's sugges- 
tion was offered by the 
Post-Dispatch for comment, said 
that—while the factors which led 
to suicide were much more com- 
plex than the statistician indicated 
—the university health bureau had 


: |found it uniformly preventible. 


Benefit of Consultation. 

And, he added, people contem- 
plating suicide will turn to such 
an agency if they know about it. 
About 75 per cent of all psychotics 
at some time plan suicide, he said. 
Although the university service was 
not limited to prospective suicides, 
many had consulted it and each had 
found some other solution. He add- 
ed that people in just that mental 
state were found in every psychi- 
atrist’s private practice and “every 
clinic in town.” 

The effectiveness of such a con- 
sultation, he explained, lay in the 
fact that the popular theory, “Every 
suicide is temporarily deranged,” 
was approximately true. It was 
exact. to the extent that the emo- 
tional stress leading to suicide pre- 
vented clear thinking about the 
predicament which aroused it. The 
bureau’s function was to provide 
understanding, and to straighten 
out the warped logic which pre- 
vented the prospective suicide from 
seeing his own way out. 

Occasionally, Dr. Beckman said, 
even after a person had gone to 
the bureau, he was hesitant to “talk 
it out.” The visitor shrank from 
the possibility of censured. 

“But they will talk to a physi- 
cian,” he added. “A physician's 
business is not to praise or blame. 
His function is to understand.” 

Summary of Suicide Figures. 

Hoffman attributed the increase 
of suicides in 1931 and again last 
year to the depression. The rate in 
100 American cities was 20.5 to the 
100,000 in 1931 and 21.3 last year, as 
compared with 215 in 1908, the 
highest of record. The rate in 1900 
was 15.4, and lowest since then was 
12.3 in 1920. 

In another tabulation of 183 
cities, with a total population of 
43,250,000, the rate was 19.9 in 1931 
and 20.6 in 1932. The rate had in- 
creased in 97 cities, decreased in 85 
and remained the same in one. High 
was Davenport, Ia., 50.3, and low 
was Troy, N. Y., -13. St. Louis, 
where the rate had declined from 
26.6 in 1930 to 23.4 in 1931, showed 
a marked increase in 1932 to slight- 
ly more than 275.

There’s the inevitable “other side 
of the shield.” It shows Schmeling, 
the German “Jack Dempsey,” game 
as they come, rugged if not big, 
methodical and dependable—a 
fighter who will deliver every 
ounce of the goods he has, when 
and where it will do the most 


He spells danger in every round 
because, while fighting covered. up, 
he carries a dangerous right hand 


.|—@ weapon he uses to gradually 


batter down his opponents. A for- 
ward boxer, he bores in all the time 
and gets credit for aggressiveness. 
He carries his left shoulder high, 
chin down and wades in looking 
for whatever may develop. Any 
wide open leads he plugs up with 
a quick counter. 

Baer has said that he will take 
the lead away from Schmeling. 
That means he will carry the fight 
forwardly. And what could be 
sweeter—for the German? He can 
lay back and pot-shot Baer as he 
comes in. 

A fighter backing away from 
Maxie can cause him trouble. 
Sharkey pursued that plan and got 
a decision, although a majority 
contended he had not earned it. 
Baer doesn’t know how to fight 
that way. 

So, in advance the bout figures to 
be a head-on collision between an 
engine running wild and one under 
control. 

“The fight has me guessing,” 
Jack Dempsey declared yesterday. 
“I boxed both of them and there 
are points in favor of each. It looks 
like an ideal fight because each 
man ap to have an advantage, 
one way or another, over the other. 
I wouldn’t try to pick it—and that’s 
honestly said even though I am 
promoting the show.” — 

There seems only one conclusion 
really justified—that is; if there is 
a knockout, Baer will supply it. 
Schmeling doesn't seem to carry 
enough heavy guns. 

The bout seems to be a financial 
success, whatever happens to it 
from an artistic standpoint. Demp-

The bout really surprised the 
world in attracting newspaper writ- 
ers. The promoters had figured a 
light attendance; but the usual big 
fight preparations have been made.

Radio listeners will be disappoint- 
ed—no broadcast of the fight will 
be given. Jack Dempsey first said 
yes; then he decided that the re- 
ceipts would suffer. Fans will have 
to read about it tomorrow. 

As for Joe Jacobs’ suggestion for 
that $5000 fine for each foul—welli, 
the commission just had a good 
laugh. 

“Why, Joe, how can we fire any- 
body for fouls? You know our law 
doesn’t recognize a foul.”

Whether the United States will be 
a competitor in the world’s soccer 
championship tourney, planned for 
1934, will be one of the interesting 
subjects decided at the annua! meet- 
ing of the United States Football 
Association, to be held at Chicago 
next Monday and Tuesday. The U. 
S. body already has sent in its en- 
try fee of $10 to enter the compe- 
tition. 

Elmer A. Schroeder, presidentof 
the national body, in his report to 
the delegates, will urge that a team 
be selected to play in the interna- 
tional competition. 

According, to the present plans, 
the idea is to hold the soccer tour- 
nament along the lines’ of the Da- 
vis Cup series in tennis, with 
countries playing in zone competi- 
tions in the preliminaries and then 
having these zone winners meet in 
the deciding series at Rome. 

The. last world championship 
tournament. was held in South 
America. Two St. Louis players— 
Frank Vaughan and Raphael Tracy 
—made the trip with the United 
States club. Another athlete now 
in this city, Bill Gonsalves of the 
Stix, Baer & Fuller, national cham- 
pions, was one of the forwards on 
the U. S. eleven. 

With proper practice and coach- 
ing, a representative club could be 
selected to represent the - United 
States in 1934. Right here in St. 
Louis more than one athiete would 
be found who would rate serious 
consideration for a place on the 
aggregation. 


Some Interesting Data. 

There will be some interesting 
figures for the delegates to ponder 
over, after the treasurer of the U. 
S. F. A. makes his annual report. 
These figures will show that where- 
as the attendance at the national 
‘Challenge cup matches during the 
past campaign increased 18,030 
over. the 1931-32 total, receipts were 
—*—* the total of the previous 

mpaign. 

—3— total of 164 games were played 
in the competition which gave the 
Stix club the national title. These 
matches drew an aggregate of 90,. 
629 persons, with receipts of $46,- 
805.49. The natiopal body’s share 
was $5533.38. Receipts were 
$3925.16 under the 1931-32 figures, 
while the U. S. F. As share 
dropped $875.19. 


Rule Changes Suggested. 

Several interesting rule changes 
will come up for discussion at the 
meeting. The Missouri Associa- 
tion, through its president, Winton 
E. Barker, who will. be St. Louis’ 
delegate, will advocate the naming 
of goal linesmen for national chal- 
lenge cup contests. Barker figures 
that goal linesmen are as essential 
in an important match as are four 
umpires in a world. baseball title 
series. 

The suggestion of Peter J. Peel 
of Chieago, a former president, that 
past presidents be deprived of their 
vote at the annual meetings, will 
be opposed by George Healy of De- 
troit, another former president, ac- 
cording to reports. 


The Illinois Association, which 


‘will be represented at the gather- 


ing by E. J. O’Donnell, W. Alexan- 
der and W. R. Cummings, wants to 
have a rule passed which would 
give each State Association. juris- 
diction over all cup matches in its 
own state and then when the more 
important matches cor:s along, 
each would have an. equal vote 
with the chairman to have the 
final vote.

Gunn pointed out that for many 
years revenue of the water divi- 
sion has been sufficient not only 
to pay all ordinary operating ex- 
penses but also to provide for im- 
tfrovement and extension of the 
plant. 

Since 1924 the city has expended 
$12,000,000 to build a new water- 
works on the Missouri River at 
Howard's Bend, and so far $2,268,-. 
£00 of the bonds issued for’ that 
purpose have been retired out of 
water revenue. 

Unexpended Balance $1,921,373. 

The unexpended balance standing 
o the credit of the water depart- 
ment at the close of the fiscal year 
ending last April was $1,921,373, 
Gunn said. This was an increase 
of $610,349 over the balance as of 
April, 1932. This increase, Gunn 
said, was largely due to the restora- 


tion to the water fund of wunex- 
pended balances of appropriations 
which previously had been charged 
against the fund. 

A former Water Commissioner, 
who did not wish to be quoted, also 
said the statement of Daily - was

The present agreement will enter 
into force as soon as all ratifica- 
tions have been deposited. 

It shall be registered at the 
League of Nations in conformity 
with the covenant of the League. 

Done at Rome, this seventh day 
of June, 1933, in single copy, which 
will remain deposited in the ar- 
chives of the Government of the 
Kingdom of Italy; certified copies 
will be delivered to each of the 
high contracting parties. 

In faith whereof the above men- 
tioned plenipotentiaries have signed 
the present agreement. 


JAPAN BARS INDIA’S COTTON| 


Spinners Retaliate After 50 Per 
Cent Increase in Duties.

OSAKA, Japan, June 8&-—The 
prospect of a marked increase ~ in 
Japanese purchases of American 
raw cotton is expected as a result 


of a decision of the Japan Cotton 
Spinners’ Federation to cease buy- 
ing raw cotton from British India. 

This decision, reached by the 
Federation’s Emergency Commit- 
tee, is in retaliation for India’s 50 
per cent increase in duties on non- 
British cotton cloths announced on 
Tuesday. The Indian action was 
taken because of the depreciation 
in the yen and ‘the pressure of Jap- 
anese competition.

SPANISH CABINET QUITS | 


IN ROW WITH PRESIDENT | 


Premier Azana’s-- Government, 
Formed Dec. 15, 1931, 
Turns in Resignation. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, June 8.—The govern- 
ment headed by Premier Manuel 
Azana resigned today: 

The. resignation came after a 
Cabinet session and resulted di- 
rectly from the refusal of Presi- 
dent Niceto Alcala Zamora to make 
ministerial changes requested by 
Premier Azana. The Premier had 
asked that a new treasury minister 
be appointed and that the Ministry 
of Agriculture be split into two 
parts. When the President in- 
formed him he would be unable to 
do this without consulting Repub- 
lican minority leaders, the Premier 
declared Alcala ora no longer 
had confidence in the Cabinet. 

Opposition to the Azana Govern- 
ment, which was formed Dec. 15, 
1931, has been piling up for some 
time. The cabinet’s difficulties 
were increased materially recently. 
as a result of a controversy over 
Spain’s new religious laws. 

These laws, which were signed 
by President Alcala. Zamora last 
week, turned religious orders in- 
to eivic groups and nationalized 


FOURPOWER PACT 


RATIFICATION AT 
ONCE HOPED FoR 


German, English and Ital- 
ian Acceptance Expected 
to Come Without Any 
Extended Delay. 


Asscciated Press. 

"ROME, June 8—The Govern- 
ments of Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Germany prepared today 
to present to their parliaments for 
ratification an agreement for a 
decade of peace and disarmament. 

Signed in Premier Benito Musso- 
lini’s office last night, the pact 
pledges the four great Western 
European Powers to collaborate 
within the framework of the 
League of Nations, to examine arti- 
cles in the League Covenant per- 
taining td aggression, to work for 
the success of the Geneva disarm- 
ament conference and to co-operate 
in economic reconstruction. 

Legislative approval for the docu- 
ment is expected to be a matter of 
mere form in Italy, whose Pre- 
mier proposed it on March 18, and 
it is felt here that German and 
English ratification also will: be 
forthcoming quickly. It was hoped 
that French acceptance would be 
attended by no great delay. 

The signing of the accord was 
received in Italy with great jubila- 
tion, parades, illumination of pub- 
lic buildings, speeches by the Pre- 
mier and country-wide demonstra- 
tions by cheering crowds. 

Newspapers Praise France. 

Newspapers called the accord 
the greatest event since the World 
War and were emphatic in their 
praise, especially for France. They 
predicted the settlement of all ma- 
jor Italian-French differences. 

Before the Italian Senate Musso- 
lini declared the success of the 
world disarmament conference in 
Geneva is indicated, adding, how- 
ever, that “if despite everything it 
ends otherwise we have the pact 
to fall back upon.” 

The purpose of the agreement he 
described thus: 

“The fruitful results of the agree- 
ment should rapidly be forthcom- 
ing, but do not think that there 
will be no more differences or that 
differences will be magically com- 
posed. ) 

“The object of the pact is to cre- 


tions that arise from time to time. 
For this purpose it must be com- 
plemented by normal diplomatic 
contacts. There must be periodical 
and more or less frequent confer- 
ences according to necessities 
among men directly responsible for 
the foreign policies of the four 
states. 

“As for the League of Nations, 
it will be revitalized, not rendered 
useless, by this methodical collabo- 
ration among permanent members 
of its “Council.”

This, it 
seems, would be a more just and humane 
method than summarily to reduce all 
compensations to a minimum figure, or 
to even force a flat 25 per cent reduction. 
When a veteran’s compensation is cut, or 
entirely stopped, he has no redress, nor 
has he any means of taking his case be- 
fore a higher tribunal. He, or perhaps 
his widow and children, is simply out of 
luck. 

Refunding the bonded debt, as was 
done in England by calling on all hold- 
ers of Government securities to accept a 
lower rate of interest, or a tax on the 
many millions of dollars’ worth of securi- 
ties that are now tax-exempt, are ways 
that the entire $400,000,000, the estimated 
saving that is to be effected by cutting 
veterans’ compensation, could be realized. 
And these plans would not put .money in 
the Treasury at the direct cost of human 
misery and suffering by many for whom 
“nothing was too good” back in 1917. 

Disabled veterans are entitled to more 
consideration than is given them by the 
interpretation made by some pompous 
clerk in Washington of an arbitrary rul- 
ing which deprives them of much of 
their compensation.

The people of St. Louis have watched the long war 
between the city and the utilities and have seen the 
city beaten in practically every engagement. Through 
the former City Céunselor, Julius Muench, the city 
put up a good fight for what it believed to be fair 
rates on a proper capitalization. It got nowhere. 
What with the Supreme Court decision authorizing 
utilities to fix their capitalization on the theory of 
reproduction new, the public was excluded from any 
possibility of reduction in rates predicated on a pure- 
ly hypothetical investment. And under the aegis 
of the holding company, which has in effect removed 
the utilities beyond the reach of regulation and piled 
up operating costs and created imaginary book 
values, the public has seen the regulatory agencies 
of the utilities rendered all but helplesé4. By way of 
conclusive proof, the public has, in a period of tum- 
bling prices, continued to pay the same old rates for 
its public utility services. In some instances, as in 
that of street railway transportation, the people of 
St. Louis are paying higher fares. 

That is only one side of the picture. There is an, 
other: the cities which have taken over and are 
themselves operating their public utilities. There 
are hundreds of such cities. We have them here in 
our own State of Missouri. Excellent service has 
been maintained and rates have been lowered. In 
many cities, those publicly owned and operated utili- 
ties have become sources of substantial revenue, 
lightening the burden of taxation, in several places 
abolishing local taxes altogether, not é6nly simplify- 
ing the problem of balancing the budget but pro- 
viding the means for important municipal improve- 
ments. ? 

That is the record of things done. It is unanswer- 
able. It really closes the case. Mayor Dickmann, 
apparently, is not yet officially persuaded that the 
privately operated public utility is on its way out, 
but he frankly admits that his individual attitude, 
or that of any other Mayor, will be swept aside as 
soon as the people of St. Louis are satisfied that they 
have lost control over their utilities, can no longer 
get service at fair rates and are determined to fol- 
low the successful example of other cities and op 
erate their own utilities. 

Well, what about the people of St. Louis? Where 
do they stand? Are they still content to go on pay- 
ing tribute to absentee landlords in the way of ex- 
cessive rates? Or have they reached the conclusion 
that privately owned utilities are an expensive lux- 
ury and, in justice to their own pocketbooks, are 
for municipal ownership of public utilities now? Not 
in some vague, indefinite future, under another May- 
or, but right now, in the promising beginning of 
Mayor Dickmann’s term? 

That is the question, posed by the Mayor himself. 
There is just one way to find the answer. 

Put it up to the people of St, Louis.

A MEMORIAL TO JOHN R. COMMONS. 


As a public memorial to its veteran economist, the 
University of Wisconsin has established the John R. 
Commons Research Library. Along with the many 
books and“briefer studies of labor problems by Prof. 
Commons are large collections of material on labor 
legislation, trade unionism, employment, housing, in- 
dustrial accidents, labor statistics and related sub- 
jects. From time to time, as the literature in these 
fields increases, the library will be supplemented, so 
the memorial will be not only permanent, but of grow- 
ing usefulness. The idea and its execution display a 
fine regard for the fitness of things. A careful stu- 
dent of economics for almost 50 years—for 30 years 
on the faculty of the University of Wisconsin—Prof. 
Commons consistently has been a social scientist of 
the most practical type. He has known that special- 
ized knowledge is valuable only in so far as it can 
be applied to the needs of society, and he has sought 
throughout his career to extend the knowledge he has 
assembled so as to benefit his fellow citizens apart 
from the university campus. He has sought, in short, 
to make the world a better place in which to work. 
At 71, it is his gratifying privilege to look on an in- 
dustrial order which has come around to approving 
many safeguards and humanitarian regulations for 
which he once raised a lonely voice. 
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RECEIVER KIEL’S HALF-FARE PLAN. 


Receiver Kiel of the Public Service Co. would like 
to try the plan of a half fare during the non-rush 
hours, to find out whether the- bargain price would 
attract enough additional customers to make it pay. 
The consent of his associates in the management and 
of the Federal Court must be had, and it is hoped it 
will be pbtained. 

The result of such an experiment might well be 
illuminating. Jf it succeeded impressively, it would 
possibly warrant reduction in fares even during the 
rush hours. If it failed compietely, it would confirm 
a conviction widely held that the street car's day is 
done, that mass transportation has deserted the trol- 
ley for the more flexible bus and service car. 

Hither demonstration would be worth while. 
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A KANSAS EXPERIMENT. 

The Missour! Pacific Railroad is conducting an ex- 
periment in Kansas which will be watched with in- 
terest by other railroad managements and by the 
general public. It is operating three truck lines. Its 
purpose, as frankly explained by an executive of the 
road, is “to speed up service and get the business.” 

One of those lines has taken the place of a freight 
train. The truck does the 174-mile round trip in a 
day, makes deliveries at railway stations en route, 
picks ug any freight consigned from these points, al) 
at an operating cost of $35 a day; compared with the 
freight train's daily cost of $123. Substantjal savings 
in time are also reportéd. 

There can be no question about the privately op- 
erated truck’s “speeding up service and getting the 
business.” And why @ railroad cannot render the 


, | results. a 
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erated truck is something the average person has 
never been able to understand. Perhaps the Missouri 
Pacific will succeed in convincing itself and every 
other railroad that the thing can be done. If it does, 
this Kansas experiment is likely to have far-reaching 
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PUTTING TEETH IN THE RECOVERY ACT. 

An investigation of wages paid to woman workers 
in the St. Louis garment trade recently showed that 
some employes received as low as $6 a week, many 
were paid $6, $7 or $8, and only a few, at least in 
the contract shops, got as much as $12. Employers 
were frank to admit that their workers were paid 
too little, and the statement of one man speaks for 
the entire field: ““We’d raise their rates tomorrow 
if we could get better competitive conditions.” The 
competition of Eastern sweatshops is the explanation 
given by firms heré. The Eastern firms will say 
that they, too, must keep up with their competitors 
or go out of: business. Wage-cutting is a contagion 
that, once started, infects liberal and unscrupulous 
employers alike. Is there a remedy? 

_ It is to cure such conditions that the administra- 
tion advanced its industrial recovery measure. /Reg- 
ulation of prices and production would be permitted, 
through modification of the anti-trust laws, for the 
prétection of industry from cut-throat competition. 
The interests of the public and of the employe must 
also be served, and codes of fair competition are to 
be set up in each industry, fixing maximum hours, 
minimum wages and working conditions. These are 
to be voluntary arrangements, subject to govern- 
mental approval. Obviously, however, a means must 
exist to bring into line those who may refuse to co-op- 
erate. For these persons, the licensing provisions 
are set up, with penalties of $500 fine and six 
months’ imprisonment for violators. 

These provisions have recently been under heavy 
attack, and the Senate Finance Committee for a time 
acceded to the demand from certain circles of indus- 
try and killed the licensing clause. Now, on the Presi- 
dent’s appeal, it has been restored. In truth, as ad- 
ministration leaders said, the entire purpose of the 
legislation would be destroyed if this clause were ex- 
cised. Without a penalty, one sweatshop in an indus- 
try would have an advantage in lower costs that its 
fair-dealing competitors would have to meet by sim- 
ilar transgressions of the code. Instead of a New 
Deal, we would have a situation like that now 
existing in St. Louis, with employers regretting their 
inability to pay higher wages, and pointing accusing 
fingers at their competitors. . 

If we are to go through with this great experiment 
in industrial control, there must be penalties for vio 
lators. Presumably, the same pressure that the Sen- 
ate committee has felt will be exerted upon the Sen- 
ate as a whole. Senators should be on guard, lest the 
result be an act full of noble declarations, but with 
no teeth to keep the profiteers in line. 
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THE OW HENRY OF THE KAW. ©

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IMPROVE THE SUBURBAN KINGSHIGHWAY. 

In spite of the fact that Lindbergh boulevard or 
State highway No. 77—the belt route across St. Louis 
County—will soon be finished, as originally planned, 
further improvement should be made to give it the 
greatest usefulness. 

This fine suburban cutoff should be widened from 
20 to 40 feet between Gravois road and U. S. high- 
way No. 66, and between Olive Street and St. Charles 
roads. It should be widened from 30 to 40 feet 
between Clayton and Olive Street roads. This, with 
certain work to be carried out shortly, would make 
this a four-lane, 40-foot highway all the way from 
Gravois road to a junction near Florissant. This 
width is necessary, as demonstrated by the heavy 
traffic using the route on holidays and even on week- 
days. For the two extremities, to Mehlville on the 
south and to Chain of Rocks on the north, the exist- 
ing 20-foot widths doubtless will suffice for some 
time to come. A gap on the bluff at Chain of Rocks 
is nearly finished; when it is thrown open, traffic 
probably will grow greater.

Failure to pay is not in itself repudiation.

Eye Injuries 
HERE is an old saying that 
T troubles come in pairs, and this 
saying applies particularly to 
eye injuries. 

A serious eye injury is likely to 
be followed by what is known as 
sympathetic ophthalmia. This is a 
much-dreaded condition in which 
serious inflammation attacks the 
sound eye after injury to the other 
eye. 

Precisely why the healthy eye 
should be affected sympathetically 
still remains unknown. It is be- 
lieved that infection may be respon- 
sible for this reaction, for sympa- 
thetic ophthalmia is least likely to 
follow a sterile eye wound. The 
term sterile is understood in a 
relative sense, since no accidéntal 
wound is, strictly speaking, ever 
sterile. 

It is also believed that the devel- 
opment of sympathetic ophthalmia 
may be due to a filtrable virus, 
which has a peculiar affinity for 
the tissues and fluids of the eye.

virus enters through the wound, is 
disseminated throughout the body 
and reaches the other eye. 

Sympathetic ophthalmia is most 
likely to result from a perforating 
wound of the eye, and more so if a 
foreign body is left in the wound. 
Children are particularly suscepti- 
ble to this development. 

The sympathetic involvement of 
the healthy eye usually begins four 
to eight weeks after the injury to 
the first eye. This development, 
however, may be delayed for many 
months or even for years. 

The treatment of sympathetic 
ophthalmia is one of the most dif- 
ficult problems in the realm of eye 
diseases for this reason: sympa- 
thetic ophthalmia never occurs if 
the injured eyes is removed in 
time. 

However, the excision of an eye 
is a tragic operation and one not 
readily consented to or undertaken 
by patient or surgeon. 

Nevertheless, experience prompts 
us to radical measures when the 
eye injury is severe, when the 
wound is badly infected, and when 
there is little hope of saving the 
vision of the injured eye.
